THE WORM WITH US ALWAYS. 


When the worm is produced from ex- 
citing causes, whether of moisture, warm 
and murky weather, or some other hid- 
den climatic condition, not known to us, 
we have simply the beginning of the 
evil; but like- young chickens or birds 
just hatched, the surrounding circum- 
stances must be favorable to their devel- 
opment, or the most if not all of them 
perish. It the season is too hot and dry, 


_ or the plant too mature, the ichneumon 
fiy aboyuds; orif the season is too cold, | 


the little insect perishes. 

T am convinced that we have the worm 
or chryeslis with us always, ‘ey Po to be 
produced by exciting causes. | saw the 


unmistakable chryealis turned from the | 


fresh plow furrow last spring; took it io 
my hand, examined it carefully, observed 
ite peculiar motion, and was entirely 
satisfied as to its being the chrysalis of 
the genuine moth. Another gentleman 
in my community observed an unmis- 
takable worm as early as April or the 
first of May. He had axtake driven at 
the place, and ui that vory spot the cat- 
erpillars first made their appesrauee 
when tbey came in numbers. I have 
been credibly informed by another gen- 
tleman that the moth has been seen and 
one taken aboutthe 7ih of the present 
month. jt seemed very feeble, and

soon perished. There can be no doubt of 


' this circumstance, as the gentleman who 


took tie moth was perfectly familiar 
therewith, and could not have been mis- 
taken. This being the case, there is 
ground to hope that our unusually cold 
winter will destroy, to great degree, 
the cotton insects. 
THEIR PREVALENCE ONE SEASON DOES 
NOT AFFECT THEM ANOTHER, 


Let me also state that the prevalence 
of these insects in one season seems to 
have nothing to co with their prevalence 
inanother. They made their appearance 
earlier in 1816 than ever before or since, 
and the Grops were utterly eaten, and 
weeks earlier than they were in the eea- 
son just past. But the crop of 1846 was 
much earlier in its growth than those of 
1867 or 1868, and the season by no means 
so wet, ‘I'he crop was, therefore, far bet- 
ter than the crops of 1867 and 1868. 

I noticed last fall, before frost, the 
weather being very warm at the time, 
myriads of the cotton worms, many of

In another, 
the lands having iron largely 
rated with it, the same entire exemption 
is afforded for two sonsecutive years, ard 
very neariy the game in tha third, whilst 
the other delds were. eaten up,

SECRETARY FLETCHER, 

The present Secretary of the State of 
Tennessee—whom OLD PLUTO says he 
wicked up out of beggary and made a big 
man of—hae, for some time past, been 
carrying on a war with his over-gene- 
rous benefactor, and haa, in twoor three 
letters, (one of which we publish to- 
day), been reflecting severely upon the 
policy of the Governor and the ultra 
Radicals of the State. He saya that he 
has no ambition for office, and that his 
solu desire is to see the people enfran- 
cuived, peace restored to the State and 
industry rewarded by abundant harvests 
and fair profits. This is well. Such 
sentiments will readily pass for the em- 
anations of an unambiticus patriot, but 
they are neutralized by his faith in the 
very Republicsnism that has worked the 
evilshesoloudiy regrets.

Twat article gave 
our Secretary credit for more than fif- 
teen hundred appointments made in 
open violation of the organic law, and 
for which we have never beard that he 
had any excuse to offer or any repsnt- 
ance to make. Under and by virtue of 
a carte blanche from the Governor, he 
acted just as suited him best, aad per- 
haps it was because he did so that that

Scenes Over the Diecteral Count. 


From the Cincinnati C »mmercial.) 

One of thestrangest, most intense, and 
in some respects the most disgraceful 
scene that has occurred in the legislative 
halls of the nation since the formation 
of the Government, was enactedin the 
hall of the House of Representatives to- 
day, on the occasion of the counting of 
the electoral vote of the several States 
for President and Vice-President for the 
ensuing four years. 

WITNESSES OF IT. 

The witnesses of these scenes were not 
merely the French and Eoglish Minis- 
ters and a whole galiery full of members 
of foreign legations, but there were 
Judges of the Supreme-~- Court of the 
United Stater, there were cabinet offi- 
cers, Governors of States, prominent of- 


ficers of the army and pavy, the wives. 


and families of the leading statesmen of 
the country ; there were Government of- 
ficers and employees; there were mc- 
chanics and laborers, the high, the low 
and the middle class, in such 
that not a foot of unoccupied room in the 
immense galleries surrounding the ha}! 
was to be found. 

There was au unusually large attend- 
ance of members, and more of the dig- 
tinguished people in Washingtoh than 
are commonly present. Gen. Grant’s 
family (excep ing his wife) was present, 
inciudiog his children, bis father-in-law, 
and other members of bis household; 
and the wife, nother and sister of the 
Vice-President elect were there. Ia- 
deed, the entire society of Washington 
turned out to witnesa the final formaili- 
ties of a Presidenticz! election. 

A NICE MEDLEY OF HUMANITY ON THE 
FLOOR. 


An order was made in the House, 
early in the day, allowing the Wives and 
families of Representatives and Sena- 
tors the privilege of the floor, and sofas, 
chairs and settees Were brought from the 
adjoining coat and committee-rooms, 
until all the spaces were filled; and the 
ladies came pouring in until there was 
not a vacant seat or a foot of standing 


room to be had. Not only did the wives 


and mothera of members obtain places 


upon the floor, tut there were lobbyists, 


swindlers, sharpers, bushwhackers and 
officers of the Southern Confederacy, 
who are still uprepentant and unpar- 
doned ; ard there were, in addition, wo- 
men of the town who are daily seen upon 
our streets plying their vocation—among 
them, Mrs. Cobb, of pardon-brokerage 
fame. 
PRELIMINARY BUSINESS, 
The ordinary business routine of the 


House was observed until nearly one 


o’clock, the time selected for beginning 


the count, and further legislative busi- 


mess was then suspended. The order 
was read, which provided the positions 
which the Senators and officers of the 
two Houses should oecupy, and the Sen- 
ate was notified that the House was ready 
to go into joint session for the purpose of 
countiug the Electoral vote. Soon there- 
after the members of the Senate entered, 
preceded by Vice President Wade and 
Secretary Gorham, the House receiving 
them standing, and took seats at the 
right of the Speakers desk. Mr. Wade 
took the chair of the presiding officer, 
and the committee to count the votes— 
Mesers. Conkling, of the Senate, and 
Wilson, of Iowa, and Pruyn, of the 


House—took their places at the Clerk’s 


desk, flanked by the Secretary of the 
Senate on one side, and by the Cierk of 
the House on thse other. Order was en- 
forced, and the business of the Conven- 
tion began. | 
THE CERTIFICATES ARE OPENED. 

The first certificate opened was from 
the Electors of New Hampshire. The 
cartifisate of the Governor of the State 
relative to thea choice of Electors was 
read at length, and then the vote an- 
nounced. The certificate set forth that 
five votes had been cast for U. 8. Grant 
for President of the United States, and 
five for Schuyler Colfax for Vice-Presi- 
dent.’ Mr. Wade then said that the 
reading of the certificates would be dis- 
pensed with, unless called for by some 
member. The counting then proceeded 
with the several States, withoubincident, 
for an hour, the proceeding becoming 
very dry and uninteresting. 

When the State of Louisiana was 
reached, the irrepressible Mullina ob- 
jected to the couating of the vcte, on the 
ground that the election was not valid. 
The Senate repaired to its room to agree 
on a vote, and during the interval the 
Houze also considered the objection, and 
it was overruled by a vote of 136 to 38, 
Soon after, the Senate returned, and the 
announcement was made that it had 
also decided to receive the vote of. Lou- 
isiana, and it was, therefore, counted. — 

The monotony of the proceedings was 
not again interrupted to any extent, un- 
til the whole list of States had been gone 
over excepting Georgia, which had been 
delayed until the last, in anticipation of 
trouble. The seal of the envelope was 
atilast broken by Mr. Wade, and the 
papers handed to Mr. Conkling, who be- 
gan to lock over them, when Mr. Butler 
sprang to his feet aud objacted to the 
convention receiving the vote, at the 
same time sendiug to tie clerk’s desk 
his reason in writing. E 

THE DIRT. 

At this time began the scenes which 
are alluded to above. The President de- 
clined to entertain the objections, on the 
ground that both Houses had already 
taken definite action on the case of Geor- 
gia by the passage of Mr. Edmunds’ first 
resolution. Obdjection was made, and 
Mr. Drake wauted the Senate to retire 
and consider also the case of Nevada, 
whose returns were irregular. Cries of 
‘‘tuo late, too late,’’ came from the Pres- 
ident and from all parts of the House. 
Mr. Butler declared that the House could 
not be bound by the joint action, and 
proceeded to tell why, when tiie Presi- 
dent calied him to order. Tac cry was 
taken up by Ssnators and members, and 
‘order, order,’’ came from every quar- 
ter, Mr. Wade rapping vigorously with 
his gavel, but the confusion increased. 
The President tried to explain, bat could 
not be heard, and Mr. Butler egain took 
the fleor, showing little courtesy to 
Wade, and began to speak on the con- 
stitutionality of something or other, and 
its effect hereafier. In the midst of his 
impassioned oration, Mr. Wade said, 
‘ine Senate will retire.’ 

Mr. Washburne, of [llinois, cried out, 
* What for?” when the President, with 
emphatic show of temper, threw down 
his gavel aud said the Senate would re- 
tire according to law, which raised a 
great laugh, and the Senators went to 
their Chambers, where they remained 
until after four o’clock. There was much 
rambling and discussion during the in- 
terval, and an irregular vote was had 
aud Mr, Buller was sustained by a vote 
of 57. 

THE SENATE RETURNS. 

When the Sevate returned to the hal), 
Mr. Wade announced that the joint reso- 
lution had been sustained. Mr. Butlor 
snapped back angrily with slurs at the 
Senate and its President, insisting upon 
his oljection. Mr. Wade said the vote 
would be counted. Mr. Batier, at the 
top of his voice cried out,’'* I appeal from 
your decision.” 

Mr. Wade: ‘There i3 no appeal.”’ 
THE BECAME IN- 
and there was the wildest confusion, the 
President having no control over the 
thoroughly excited body. Butler again, 
at the top of his voice, appealed from the 
decision without avai!. Saulsbury and 
Doolittle sprang to their feet and burkd 
invectives at Butler; Butler burled them 
back. Halfof the members and specta- 
tors were on their feet swinging their 
arms and yelling for order. Farosworth 
tried to have his say, and ingersoll called 
him to order half a dozen times. Sharp 
words echoed through the hall from 
every quarter, mixed with cries of “ or- 
der,’’ ciapping of hands and laughter. 

Mr. Butier was wild with rage. Mr. 
Wade was cocl and obstinate, but inca- 

able of preserving order, ‘' Let us 

ave peace’’ came from the Democratic 
side. Butler, with his sleeves rolled up, 
shrieked that the Sanate oucht to have 
leave to go home; that the House could 
take care of itseif, and intimating that 
the Senate and its President were inter- 
lopers. The excitement at thia point 
can’t be described. It extended through 
the entire hall and inte the gallereis. 
Oaly the word ‘‘order!’’ could be heard, 
repeated from a thousand lips, from 
every direction. Colfax sprang to his 
feet, and, with a voice that could be 
heard above the terrible roar and din, 
directed the Sergeant-at-Aras to arrest 
aly member of the House who refused 
to obey the orders of the President. 

THE RESULT ANNOUNCED, 

The Sergeant sprang into the thickest 
of the fray, apparently justin time to 
prevent a personal collision between 
Messrs. logersoll and Farnsworth. There 
was little abatement of the excitement 
for some time, but Mr. Wade found an 
opportunity todeclare theresult, and an- 
nouoced that U. 8S. Grant, of Illinois, 
had been elected President of the United 
States, and Schuyler Colfax, of Indiana, 
Vice President of the United States. He 
then ordered the Senate to retire. 

THE HOUSE RE3UMES, AND THE BEAST 
HaS THE FLOOK., 

The Speaker resumed the chair, and 
called the House te order, when Mr. 
Butler smarting over his defeat, said he 


mitted a resolution declaring the action 
of the President arbitrary and tyrannical. 
Upon this resolution he took the fioor, 
and spoke for half an hour as only But- 
ler can speak under the severest mental! 
excitement. While confining himself to 
parliamentary language, he yet found 
words cf the most cutting and abusive 
character. He denounced the Senate; 
he denounced Wade; he instanced sup- 
posed cases which inferred the most dis- 
bonorabie motives in Mr. Colfax, and 
his words boiled out seethingand hissing 
with rage, which he did not attempt to 
conceal. 
COLFAX IN REPLY TO BUTLER. 

Mr. Colfax, whose feelings could only 
be judged by his blanched face and trem- 
bling hands, asked permission to reply, 
havivg previously vacated the chair to 
Mr. Dawes, and taken a seat among the 
members. Mr. Butler declined to give 
him the floor, and continusd to pour out 
his impassioned eloquence. At last, 
from sheer exbaustion, he resumed his 
seat, and the floor was given to Mr. Col. 
fax. Nota trace of anger was visible in 
his vcice or manner. Very calmly and 
smoothly he began, and for the first time 
during the day there was silence in the 
Chamber. There was bo invective, no 
denuuaciations in bis speech; it was dig- 
nified, calm, impressive, and mainly 
such a speech, indeed, as only an Amer- 
ican gentleman can pronounce; but 
every period cut to the quick, although 
nota sipgie harsh word was used. 

THE FINALE—SUMMING UP. 

The House, without coming to a vote 
on Mr. Butiler’s reso'ution, finally ad- 
journed--not, however, before it became 
necessary to light the hall. 

Whatever may be said of the disgrece- 
ful ecenes, therecan be no doubt that 
had Mr. Wade been a capable, or even 
an ordinary presiding officer, there would 
have been no difficulty whatever. He 
simply did what he did without giving 
apy reason for his action, and did it, too, 
in a manner which insulted and angered 
the entire House; and the members, 
while they bad no sympstby with Mr. 
Butler personally, and denounced much 
that be said and did as an unwarranted 
course, were only too willing to find 
somebody who had the courage and au- 
dacity to reseat their insults before the

New ORLEANS, February 12.—Dis- 
patches from Jefferson, Texas, report the 
burning of the steamboat Mittie Stevens, 
in Caddo Lake, Rad river, about mid- 
night last night. Sixty-three lives were 
lost, among them, Wm. A. Bradweil, T. 
L. Lyon, and his son Frank, of this city. 
The survivors—forty-three in number— 
were taken to Jefferson on the Dixie. 
The boat and cargo is a total loss, The 
amount is not kuown. 


NASHVILLE. 


NASHVILLE, February 12,—Governor 
Brownlow tendered his resignation to 
the Legislature to-day to take effect on 
the 25th inst. 

The House to-day took no action on 
the report of the Investigating Commit- 
tee touching the charge against Frank 
Richards, as one of the parties bribed by 
Rutter. 

Toe negro burglar who caused the 
Franklin fire was captured here this 
morning. He wasbadly hurt about the 
face and bead. The tire was caused by 
the explosion of s coal oil lamp which he 
had with him. He will be taken to 
Franklin for trial. 

Private Ford of the 45:h Infantry, who 
was killed by @ militiaman, was buried 
to-day with military honors, all the reg- 
ulars at this post participating. The 
homicide caused considerable indigna- 
tion among the regulars, and farther 
difficulties are apprehended, but steps 
will be taken to prevent anyihing of the 
kind.

HOUSE, 
WASHINGTON, February 12, 


The Hcuse resumed the consideration 
of Butler’s privileged resolution, protest- 


pro tem. of the Senate; and after a

His title 
to the deposit was not denied, but he was 
required to produce that which he could 
not find, or, failing in that, to give the 
bank what it called “‘ satisfactory indem- 
nity.’’ The plaintiff offered the best in- 


- demnity he could command, but it was 


not eatisfactory to the managers, and he 
was therefore compelled to resurt to legal!

An 
observance of this rule is required to be 
‘strictly enforced, and.any failure on the 
part of owners or masters to comply with 
euch regulation will be eufficient cause 
to find action against the steamer so of- 
Eogiceers upon cur Southern 
and Western waters will, we have no 
doubt, fully appreciate and acknowledge 
the merits of euch enactment. As a 
general rule, their interests and comforts 
have been very little respected, especial- 
ly on the clase of steamers engaged in 
the transit of baled cotton and light mer- 
chandise,
